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History of 
Dodge City 
Community College 


Established in 1935, Dodge City Com- 
munity College was originally a public junior 
college. Since then, DCCC has experienced two 
important periods of change. The first occurred 
in 1965, when the State of Kansas passed enabl- 
ing legislation to shift the control of the junior 
colleges from the public school districts to 
locally elected boards of trustees. Ford County 
voted overwhelmingly to accept fiscal respon- 
siblilty for the college, and the county elected 
its first board in the fall of 1965. 

The second important period of change 
started in 1966, when the college began 
building a new campus. Ford County endorsed 
a 2.5 million dollar bond issue in 1966, and con- 
struction began in June of 1968, on a 143-acre 
tract near the city’s northwest edge. In March 
of 1970, during its thirty-fifth year, Dodge City 
Community College moved to its current loca- 
tion. The new campus greatly enhances the col- 
lege’s effectiveness, and it is often the site of 
community activities. 





Philosophy and Purpose 


Founded upon the belief that post- 
secondary education is one of the most effec- 
tive means of helping people, Dodge City Com- 
munity College strives to offer area citizens Op- 
portunities to meet the demands brought about 
by social and scientific change. In the face of an 
everchanging American society, these oppor 
tunities are made available to the entire 
citizenry in order to sustain a democratic 
system.

mining future direction and growth.
